Mt. Washing- 
ton, and made it, by cracky! Jerry Duryea of Longmeadow, 
son of the designer of the famous old Duryea car, made the 
best time with a beautiful 1919 Pierce-Arrow, in which he 
grunted to the top of the mountain in exactly 25 minutes and 
30 seconds. 

_ Saturday night, after a last loving pat and one more 
painstaking swipe with the polishing cloth, the trekkers left 
the old cars for old dances, as country fiddlers sawed out 
Jigs, reels, and square dances. 

None of the vintage automobiles, polished and painted 
to the nth, was less than a quarter century old, and one of 
the oldest, a 1912 French model driven by C. W. Bishop of 
New Haven, made the tortuous, hairpin-turned drive up the 
steep sides of Mt. Washington. 

All day Sunday they chugged through the White Moun- 
tains, taking in the sights, and being taken in. On Monday 
they embarked for Poland Springs, and Tuesday found them 
on down-town Boston streets, enroute to Newport, R. I., where 
the tour ended. ~
